Sewer plans differ from easement plans; suit possible 


Errors were made in the 
Preparation of the maps for the 
sewer, and Tew! "8 selectmen 
discussed the situation at length last 
‘Thursday. One errery which was 
much discussed, concerned a 40 foot 
discrepancy the “easement” 
maps and the “construction” plans. 

A conversation that was scheduled 
to last for 45 minutes went on for an 
hour and a half. Town Counsel 


“Charles Zaroulis, who had not been 


planned as a part of the discussion, 


‘was drawn into it before the evening 


was over. 

Quite plainly, Tewksbury had an 
unhappy board of selectmén. 

Sewer easements are described in 
plans. The plans show where the 
sewer is planned to go when private 
property is involved - either 
homesites and real estate, or private 
roads, Where the roads are public 


Emmons, Fleming and Bienvenu, 
some years ago, to make the sewer 
easement plans. Such are 
prepared so that the selectmen and 
town counsel can “take” by eminent 
domain, the land involved, so that the 
‘sewer can be constructed as planned. 


* The owners of the property which has 


been taken can expect to collect 
damages, which, of course, has to be 
agreed upon, 

The conversation, last Thursday, 
was with Richard Desrosiers, an 
engineer for the firm of Whitman & 
Howard, the firm in 
Wellesley which prepared the plans 
for the construction of the sewer. It 
was, of course, a polite conversation, 
but it went on and on, 

Also present was Phil Pattison, 
DPW head, and engineer for 
Tewksbury. Selectman Bill Hallisey 
‘was not present. 

Two types of problems were 
discussed. The major discussion 
involved the discrepancies between 


the two sets of plans. Also discussed 
at some length was a lot of land at the 
end of Florence Avenue, near the 
Wilmington line, owned by a man 
named Duggan.

Part ofthe discussion was on plans for 
a garage. The selectmen seem to be 
unable to determine just what they 
should do, as a consequence. 


July, 1978, with Whitman & Howard 
engineers. The discussion had been in 
Phil Pattison’s office, with Selectman 
Bill Hallisey being present, according 
to Pattison. 

The plans at that time were com- 
pared, and discrepancies had been 
discovered, Pattison said, last 

wursday. As a result changes were 
made in the easernent plans, and 
Tewksbury paid Emmons, Fleming 
and Bienvenu and additional $3200 for 
the extra work. 

The easement plans were then 
turned over to the Whitman & Howard 


engineers. 

Dick Morris, chairman of the 
selectmen, dug into this phase. He 
wanted to know if the Billerica firm 
was responsible for what he called “‘a 
bust” - surv mistakes, 

Pattison said they were, and 
Richard Desrosier, of Whitman & 
Howard said that the error they were 

ing would cost the town “about 
two (surveying) party days - about 
$700." ’ 


Desrosiers, in effect, went on the 
lay the blame on the selectmen. He 
discussed the confusion, because the 
easement plans did not distinguish the 
accepted andjunaccepted streets; 
among other things. The 
discrepancies he was discussing were 
in the area of Beéch Street. 

It had come as a surprise to him, he 
said, that streets which he had 
assumed to be accepted were, in fact, 
not accepted. The selectmen, he said, 
“took it upon themselves to contract 
for the easements.” Selectman Dick

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Smallpox was a problem in 


In 1780 Wilmington was a small 
town of less than 700 le, all of 
whom were engaged in serious 
business of making a living while 
inflation racked the land. The in- 
flation was being caused by the 
Revolution then being fought against 
the mother country - England. 

There were four schools, the north, 
south, east and west. The schools 
operated only during the winter 
season, and were for boys only. Girls, 
if they were to learn to read, did so at 
the family hearth. 

As far as is known there were no 
Dame Schools, There was one in 
Billerica. A Dame School was a place 
operated by an educated woman, 
where girls could learn to read and 
write. 

It is’ possible that Mrs. Dorothy 
Morrill could read and write. She was 
the wife of the minister, and her 
father was the minister in Billerica. 
Possibly Dorothy had ‘attended the 
Dame School. There is a document in 
the state archives which may have 
been written by Dorothy. 

Generally speaking, though, when a 
woman was required to attest to a 
document she did so by making a 
mark, as it was called - an x, really 
written by someone else, but with the 
lady also having her hand on the quill 
Such was the case of the widow 
Abigail Beard. She had, a year 
earlier, signed a document with an 


“x. 

To tell the story of that document 
means that the story of small pox 
should be told.

Cotton Mather inoculated his son 
against small pox, and two black 
slaves, The Rev. Increase Mather, 
who was president of Harvard 
College, and father of Cotton, took the 
part of his son, as did several other 


Many other clergymen protested, 
loudly. To inoculate, they said, was to 
violate God's law for man. They were 
joined by many physicians. Someone 
threw a bomb through the window of 
the home of the Rev. Cotton Mather. 

‘The law, in the statehouse, against 
inoculation held. It was thus in 
Massachusetts during the years of the 
Revolution. 


In 1778 smal pox again made its 
‘appearance. Among those affected 
was the family of John Jaquith Jr., 
husband and wife. John lived on what 
is now Aldrich Road, or on Forest 
Street, near the present Episcopal 
Church. He was a cousin of Deacon 
Benjamin Jaquith, who lived nearby, 
and was the first selectman of 
Wilmington. John had an important 
part in the -military affairs of the 
town, and served on the committee on 
Safety and Correspondence, a 
committee of great importance. 

‘When John died, some years later, 
he was known aS Major John Jaquith.
